means that only one out of fifteen had been receiving a Cath- 
‘ olie paper. The fourteen families whose members were not 


reached’jby the Catholic paper were in greater need of it 
than the fifteenth, whose subscription was from mostly out 
of loyalty to a cause under the pressure of a solicitor. 

This surprising situation is not peculiar to that city. It 
likely exists in almost every city and town so that only one 
out of fifteen heads of families subscribes for a Catholic 
paper. 

Catholics, as the very name by which they are called im- 
plies, need a world outlook. They can best be led to appre- 
ciate their religion by having contact with their brethren 
throughout the world, by receiving reports, week after week, 
of Catholic activities in France, England, or Germany, or 
Italy, of the trend of the persecution in Mexico or in China, 
of the new institutions that are being dedicated in all parts 
of our own land, etc. Then our Catholic people stand in 
woeful need of instructions despite the years which they 
may have spent during childhood in the parochial school. 
Particularly do they need instruction relating to the gross 
errors in modern materialistic philosophy, in many social 
They sorely need 
instruction in the Liturgy of the Church. 

The Church would certainly be remiss in the fulfillment 
of an important duty if she did not insist on all her people 
reading literature in which alone they can find the correct 
answer to religious errors which appear week after week, 
and month after month in the big secular magazines. Dur- 
ing schoo! days, the undeveloped mind of the child was un- 
able to grasp even the fundamental difference between the 
Catholic Church and al! others; its existence in the world 
as a visible kingdom, its supernatural character, not to 
speak of its divine protection, etc. 

The average Catholic today has not clear in his mind 
just what is required for a valid Catholic marriage, nor 
when it is possible for certain persons who have been mar- 
ried and divorced to become Catholics. In fact the average 
Catholic, otherwise well informed, is not sure of his ground 
here. These facts only offer one of many reasons why a 
Catholic paper should enter every Catholic home and be 
read regularly. 

Be honest, and you will admit that it is wrong in prin. 


ciple for you to patronize one or two daily newspapers, two 


or three secular magazines, where all sorts of loose religious 
and moral views are broadcast, and not to welcome into 
your home, and read with care, a paper which speaks in the 
name of God, of your Church, and of the things which you 
Want every member of your family to hold sacred. 

The Catechism was for the children in school: at least 
most grown-ups entertain this notion—because they seldom 
open its covers after they leave school. The Catholic press 
must take the place of the Catechism after schoo] days, and 
it must also be depended on as the one weapon to combat 
the irreligious writings with which our country is literally 
flooded. The Catholic people who do not subscribe for a 
Catholic paper on their own initiative are the ones who 
stand in greatest need of it, and they must “be compelled 
to come in.” 

If we have written about this subject frequently, it is 
only because our experience has taught us that it is the most 
lively topic of the day. We repeat that Catholic apathy to- 
wards good Catholic literature must be overcome or our 
people will be powerless to defend the faith against those 
who attack it, or to sense the evil in many social movements. 

If you, who peruse this, have not as vet become an in- 
terested reader of this Catholic paper, then strike your 
breast and promise amendment. See how much you know 
of your Catechism by trying to answer all the questions on 
our Children’s page each week.
